possible to protect the fruit and 
foliage by m aintaining a spray resi­ 
due while the beetles are active. 
Lead arsenate and a "sticker” such 
as powdered skim milk is effective 
in 
repelling 
the 
beetles.

Governor Arthur H James on F ri­ 
day named Robert M. Laird. Esq., 
of Hanover, judge of the court of 
common pleas of the 19th judicial 
district, York county, to succeed the 
late Judge Henry C Niles 
Judge 
Niles, a democrat, died last S atu r­ 
day. 
Mr. Laird. 43 years old, and a 
graduate ol Gettysburg college in 
1920, is believed to be one of the 
youngest lawyers ever elevated to 
the bench of tile York county courts. 
He will possibly be the youngest 
judge ever to sit in York county. 
He is a World war veteran and has 
served a term as York county so­ 
licitor 
He also is chairm an of the 
York county republican committee.

Pittman said he w'ould move, at 
the meeting next Wednesday of the 
foreign relations committee, of w'hich 
he is chairman, to separate the two 
sections of the Vandenberg resolu­ 
tion and to approve the portion deal­ 
ing with the 1911 treaty. 
Vandenberg proposed not only that 
the senate advocate executive action 
to nullify the Japanese treaty, but 
that it urge the Roaseveit adminis­ 
tration to call a conference of na­ 
tions which signed the nine-power 
pact of 1922. pledging respect for the 
territorial integrity of China.

Auto Industry Is 
Leading Consumer 
Of Many Materials 


The automobile industry in 1938 
ranked first in the consumption of 
many industrial raw' materials and 
consumed millions of dollars worth 
of farm products, according to com­ 
pilations made public today with the 
release of “Automobile Facts and 
Figures, 21st Edition,’’ annual sta­ 
tistical publication of the Automo- 
mile M anufacturers association. 
Among commodities of which the 
automobile industry is the largest 
purchaser are steel products, gaso­ 
line, rubber, plate glass, nickel, lead 
and mohair. 
Seventeen per cent of all steel pro­ 
duced went into automobiles during 
the past year, despite the shrinkage 
in motor vehicle production from 
the previous year. 
Forty per cent 
of 
the 
mohair 
produced in 
the 
United States; 69 per cent of the 
plate glass; 35 per cent of the lead, 
and a leading percentage of many 
other products went into cars and 
trucks. 
More than half a million bales of 
cotton, 15 million pounds of wool, 
256,000 hides, 590,000 tons of sugar 
cane, were likewise used in motor 
car production 
Soy beans, corn and 
turpentine were consumed in large 
quantities. 
Production of new vehicles, the 
publication shows, went entirely to 
replacement of cars scrapped and 
withdrawn from registration, there 
being a net decline of about 220,000 
in the number of motor vehicles 
registered. 
On the other hand, use 
of motor vehicles rolled up an esti­ 
mated total of 240.000,000,000 ( 240 
billion) miles for the year, and motor 
fuel consumption actually increased. 
O ther interesting facts in the new 
publication: 
New motor vehicles had a whole­ 
sale value of $1,690,250,414 
Replacement p a r t s , accessories, 
tires and repair equipment had a 
wholesale value of $1,089,049,000.

‘TAKE L O S S E S ' 
ON BUSINESS AID 


W ashington, July 22 <AP).—Jesse 
H. Jones, the federal loan adm in­ 
istrator. 
has 
advised 
the 
senate 
banking committee that the R econ­ 
struction 
Finance 
corporation 
is 
“going to have plenty of losses” on 
the loans it already has made to 
business. 
An unrevised record 
of 
Jones’ 
testimony on President Roosevelt’s 
new 
lending 
bill 
was 
circulated 
among committee members today. 
The printed text showed the former 
R F C chairman was asked by Sen­ 
ator Townsend (R -D el) whether the 
lending agency had made all busi­ 
ness loans which “were in any way 
eligible.” 
"We think we have,” Jones an­ 
swered. 
"We are not infallible. We 
make plenty of mistakes and plenty 
of bad loans. 
We will have a very 
substantial percentage of losses on 
our business loans.” 
“The liberality of the policy is 
going to show up i nthe losses you 
taxe?” interjected Senator Adams 
<D-ColO). 
“Yes," Jones responded. 
“We are 
going to have plenty of losses” 
Adams then asked whether the 
losses would “run as high as IO to 
20 per cent,” and Jones replied: 
"I am ashamed to tell you what I 
think it will be. 
It will be plenty.” 
Jones testified that the R.F.C. was 
currently foreclosing on $12,000,000 
of industrial loans and that it would 


! take a “very heavy loss” 
on 
the 
transaction.

“If anybody makes loans on a 
more liberal basis than we are m ak­ 
ing them now,” he added “they will 
be grants—they will not be loans.”
